House Passes Bill 
Banning Boys, 18; 
'Holiday' Ordered

WASHINGTON, Juno 25 (U.PJ — The army today ordered a draft "holiday" for July and 
August as the house passed and sent to the senate a compromise bill extending the draft, 
but banning induction of 18-year-olda, until next March 31. 

The house approved the draft extension by a 259 to 110 vote. 

Secretary of War Robert P. Patterflon said that even after August tho army would ask 
that .lelectivc ser\'ice provide only such manpower needs bs cannot bo met by voluntary 
enlistments. 

He advised Hep. R. Ewing Thomason, D., Tex., that he and Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
hope that all army needs will be filled "in the near future" solely by volunteers and that 
an "intensive recruiting drive" is in preparation. 

The army deciwion not to ask for draftees in July and August means an almost total 
draft "holiday" in those months as navy calla have been inconsequential. 

Patterson's letter was read to the house ju.st before it approved the compromise draft 
extension bill. This will permit induction of lO-ycar-olda, but exempts IS-ycar-olds, all 

fathers and most ex-service-

Congress, he sitld, has been cotisltlerltig 
anti-labor legl,';latlon by which It would put 
an end to labor disputes by destroying the 
rights ot workers to strike for higher wages 
and better working conditions. 

"The congress," aald Murray, "ooiild devise 
no better way to throw labor-man a geme tit 
Into a Btate of utter chaos than to remove 
the last bulwark ngalnat soaring prices." 

The deep concern implicit In these itatc- 
menta Is understandable and shared by many. 
But It does seem that a rather emotional 
approach to & potentially bad situation ha.s 
already made It worse. In the first place, 
while organized workers might feel complete- 
ly Justified In striking for more pay. It would 
be the worst possible thing they could do, lor 
their own sake as well as for their country's. 
In spite ot what Mr, Murray says, there are 
two bulwarks against soaring prices. One Is 
price control which la an artificial measure 
any way you look at It. The other la abundant 
production, the fundamental solution to In- 
flation, To paralyze production again by a 
wave of strikes In protest against the Uttlns 
of price controls would positively guarantee 
serious Inflation, which the revoking of con- 
trols alone might not do, 

Mr. Murray has no hesitancy In clamoring 
for higher wages, hut he closes hl.s eyes abso- 
lutely to the effect that Increased labor costs 
have on production. 

Labor Is usually the chief expense Item In 
any Industry, and any 6-year-old knows that 
Increased wages naturally add to the cost of 
manufactured products. 

■niat's one of the reasons production la off 
In the United States today. Many of the man- 
ufacturers are doing e.xactly what Mr. Mur- 
ray would do If he were In their shoes. They 
have quit producing unprofitable Items. And 
there Is no reason to expect them to resume 
production of such Items until Ihey can get 
prices that will cover their Increased labor 

COSt£. 

Mr. Murray Ik being either foolish or in- 
sincere when he suggests that congress Is 
deliberately creating Inflation in order to 
punish labor. However stupid or malicious Mr, 
Murray may think congressmen are, he surely 
can't believe that they don't know the Infla- 
tion would punish not one group, but them- 
selves, their constituents, and the whole 
country. 

It would be much more sensible It Mr. Mur- 
ray and other labor leaders would follow the 
example ot the president of the A. P. ot L. 
millinery workers' union, who has asked his 
members to continue their wartime no-strlke 
pledge through reconversion, as a protection 
against Intiatlon. 

This country can no longer afford the type 
of double talk that Mr. Murray insists on put- 
ting out.
